P' ovidence, Aug. 12. - 
A collision occurred an the Worcester R. 


Road about 8 o'clock this morning, near the 
Boston junction, at a sharp curve not far from 
Pawtucket, between the regular morning 
train from this city to Worcester, and an ex- 
cursion train coming down. The cause of 
the accident is said to have been owing to a 
variation of two 'minutes in the watches of 
the engineers. 


The Oxbridge train was out of time and

Jlev. Mr. Penny, Episcopal Clergyman, 


officiating at Grace Church, Providence, is 
among tho lulled. 


On tho Uxbridge train, the 3rd passenger 


car leaped over the second car uncl killed 3 
persons who were attempting to escape by 
the windows. 


One poor boy had his arm torn out from 


the socket. 


The dead were horribly nmngled. Nine 


of them were deposited sido by'side at Val- 
ley Falls, and presented n melancholy gpec- 
lacle. 


Tho wounded were taken to Pawtucket 


and Valley Falls on straw. 


The spectacle WHS a horrid one. The bro-

TION—An Affectionate Father Se-perated from 
his Children!—Our sister city ot Allegheny, 
a liberty-loving community, was somewhat 
convulsed on Thursday evening'by" the arri- 
val of a sluve mother and her throe children, 
in charge of her master aud their father—a 
sight not often witnessed in this neighbor- 
hood.

Those who remained (it the depot spoke 


seriously of ducking tho supposed kidnapper, 
who prudently left for this side of the river. 


On their way up the slaves made a great 


outcry, not knowing -what was to.be their 
fate, until they were informed that they were 
free, if they chose—when their cries were 
hushed, and they seoinecl rejoiced at their 
deliverance. 


The Mayor at first refused them admission, 


but finding one of the children quite sick, 
allowed them to enter the office, where he 
explained to them that he had no authority 
to detain them, and they were free to go 
where they chose, upon which tho woman 
expressed her willingness to accompany the 
colored people who thronged around her, 
and was accordingly driven to the station- 
house of the Underground Railway. A war- 
runt wus afterwards issued for the arrest of 
the man, (who alleged they were his chil- 
dren and his slaves,) on u charge of kiduap- 
|>i»g,uu information having been madeiigninst 
him before Mayor Parker.—Pittsburg. Dis.
